FROM THE EDITOR

I think it’s important to be reminded 
of that dependence, and to recognize it In doing so—we inherently get to the 
heart of things. Consider what is really essential—what we feel we can not live 
without — those things which are the most meaningful. Much in the way that 
if you find out that you have x-amount of time to live — you want to make the 
most of it I’m not any kind of fatalist or doomsayer, and I certainly don’t think 
the world is going to come crashing to an end anytime soon.

wrath, that put us in check and remind us to tread lightly and with 
respect, passion and consideration. 

Of course in amidst my love of the idea of the apocalypse, and my 
wish for the World Trade Towers to fall across the Hudson to New 
Jersey, I have absolutely no actual wish for harm to come to anyone 
or anything. I do not relish in the destruction or the misery and 
hardship that comes from disaster. It's the smaller things that just 
stop the flow of the routine—the minor disturbances that make us 

" think about the way we live our life that I think are so important. And 

that is kinda how this past year has been — kind of like an eye 
opening consideration that we are entering the “future" that sci-fi 
novels and movies have been telling us about. I am still a believer 
in the idea that many of the creative sci-fi folks actually work with 
the scientists and government in order to pave the way for us to 
accept new technology. For the past year with all of the Y2K hype 
- most of us in one way or another has considered the possible 
implications this could have on our life and for me — that simple 
consideration is ail that matters. Not that everyone is going to 
become self-reliant over night. In fact, even if the computers were 
to shut down completely — the consumerist materialistic urges 
would not go away that quickly. People who have never considered 
the essential necessities of life will not have such an easy transfor¬ 
mation. But anything which brings this sort of thought pattern into 
society at large is a positive thing. Whether it’s a lifestyle change 
in the smallest scale, or even just a consideration, a rediscovery of 
a simpler way of life and a mindful way of thinking — then I think 
| it’s a step in a positive direction. 

On an even smaller scale, the changing seasons have been a 
turbulent transformation for me. I suffer from Seasonal Affective 
Disorder — which means that the changing seasons, in particular 
the shortening and therefore darkening of the days causes me to 
suffer from mild depression. I have a hard time getting my energy

The realization was so intense it was like the worse of 
all possible nightmares. And yet it struck me as odd that it affected me as strongly 
as it did. I know that my garden is my passion. But somehow the thought of not 
having the garden with all those lovingly tended plant-friends, specifically the ones 
that I have planted and tended the past several years (and the newly planted garlic 
bulbs) made me realize that the garden has a bigger hold over me than I even 
recognized. I think that realization is part of me realizing that I am becoming more 
and more like a plant. This fall I decided that I have the strongest kin-ship with 
lettuce. No pun on the Slug & Lettuce name — but like the plant — I thrive on cool 
weather with lots of sun and wilt if it gets to hot and die if it gets too cold. The fact 
that my affinity with lettuce is manifested in the name of the zine—from long before 
I even knew I was interested in gardening is, well kinda profound. I used to work 
with someone who joked about my “gardening journal" when S&L was as punk as 
it gets and not a word was mentioned about plants. Funny how those things come 
around to meaning more than you ever thought possible. 

My winter transition was made passable thanks to the discovery of writer and 
poet May Sarton (thanks to Erin who recommended the journals to me) What a gem 
of comfort her Journal of a Solitude was on these cold dark days. Her sensitivity 
to the details of the day, the weather, the plants - the earth, the quality of light and 
moodsfull of emotion. She photographs with words. And I found a voice with which 
I could identify and relate. It’s so amazing how the timing of things can work out 
so ripe for the occasion of necessity. What goes around comes around and when 
you really open yourself up to be receptive, (hopefully) what you need the most will 
present itself, even in ways least expected. I treasure the sharing - the recommen¬ 
dations for reading - so much essential to my life has been passed like a gift. As 
when I discover a writer, an artist, a book, or a record or a band—my need to share 
it is intense. Hence much of my ’work’ is about sharing my inspiration and likewise 
continuing to search for more. What I love in a book, is a writer who speaks to me 
deep inside to my heart and soul, who says what! wish I could say so profoundly 
- choice words - minimal words - which read deep with impact. What I enjoy is that 
which I feel. I want to give back all that I take - pass on and share. The intensity 
of it bums in me and I feel compelled to share my charged emotional power while 
my sensitivities are heightened, perhaps more than ever. 

Now as mid-winter is upon us, I’ve eased into the transition and found an 
explosion of energy. I’m so excited I feel like I’m going to burst. After a really dry 
sad and lonely time of feeling isolated and alone — all at once things blossom and 
explode.

touch with, labels that I enjoy and friends that I don’t see often enough And what 
you put out there comes back to you.

As I sit here in the smoky depths of my trailer in the snow choked Cascade 
Mountains, it is hard to believe that a mere five days ago, 50,000 of my friends 
and I took over downtown Seattle for a day stopping the ministerial meeting 
of the World T rade Organization from going down (and taking us, our freedoms 
and our Earth with it). Peering out the steamed up window, across a meadow 
of glistening silver illuminated by a full barrage of the best stars the goddess 
Night could provide, it is difficult to recall dashing though the streets with tear 
gas canisters flying overhead and concussion grenades echoing between the 
buildings of the terminally hip Babylon. Under the weight of the subalpine 
silence, it is strange to try and resurrect the sounds and noises of the big city 
as a literal war for the streets went down. Sitting back in the shitty lawn chair 
with my feet propped up on the warmth of the woodstove, mind and heart 
comforted by the smells and sights of home, it is hard to recall the adrenaline, 
hatred and loving bliss that had so swarmed in my chest only days earlier. After 
such an experience, it is sometimes hard to go home. 

The dust may settle and clouds of tear gas and hailstorms of rubber bullets 
fade away, but for me, deep in my heart, the events in Seattle changed me. 
Forever. 

Aside from the fact that the anti-WTO event gave me the warm fuzzy 
surging opportunity to reconnect with old friends and lovers and to bond with 
new or unseen ones, it was also a cauterizing point for me politically. As an 
anarchist punk, I was at once terribly disappointed and immensely proud of 
the manner in which the anti-WTO movement ebbed and flowed throughout 
the week. 

The very fact that a few thousand demonstrators, most from the eco- 
fringe of the Northwest, managed to shut off downtown Seattle and block one 
of the most important events of the decade from occurring (for a day) is reason 
enough to allow vain pride to swell in my breast. In the spirit of that old Conflict 
song about the demo in London, the events in Seattle showed us that we can 
win and if we go on trying, we will. It was wonderful to stroll through the streets 
of Seattle, arm in arm with a loved one, and see not a businessman nor a car. 
to window shop through the smashed glass of GAP, NIKE, and STARBUCKS 
stores and to hear the triumphant sounds of the Seattle Anti-Fascist Marching 
Band, Tch Kung, and just random people singing. It was inspiring to see so 
many people out on the street in defiance of one of the biggest fuckovers that 
Global Power could muster up and gave me a bit of faith that we really are 
something more than a silly little fringe with as much political power as a soggy 
donut at the bottom of a dumpster. 

However, the flotsam of negativity always floats to the top of my mind, and 
as much as I would like to paint a perfectly rosy picture of the resistance in 
Seattle that week, I cannot as there were some damnright psychotic things 
going down on our side of the lines. 

First and perhaps most controversial of everything that happened during 
the week, was the resurrection of the violence vs nonviolence debate: only this 
time, the battle wasn’t being waged in some stuffy infoshop or college 
classroom or journal editorial, but on the streets, face to face, in the middle of 
a war zone with tear gas and rubber bullets flying through the air. My first 
Seattle encounter with this over-flogged movement horse happened early 
Tuesday morning as the dreaded black block appeared in a middle of the eight 
block liberated zone we’d created. Much to the chagrin of 1960s throwback 
liberals and the self appointed “protest police" who thought because they had 
a cell phone, radio, or fancy anti-WTO protest poncho they were in charge of 
the protest, the persons in blackcovered theirfaces, wore gasmasks and were 
obviously “up to no good" (as one protest “organizer" told me). As soon as 
it was made clear that the cops were not going to try and pass through the lines 
of protesters and that our eight block area was indeed a liberated zone, some 
people in black started vandalizing select targets with pens, spraypaint, 
hammers, and the ever so potent fist sized rock. These actions offended the 
“passive-ism" of some members of the crowd who took to not only condemn¬ 
ing the vandalism of Nike and Gap stores, but actually physically assaulting the 
humans in black while screaming “non-violence." Several people reported 
having been punched, shoved or even hit with sticks by other protesters for 
having the audacity to vandalize corporate property. 

It seemed that the battle between conflicting tactics and ideologies came 
head to head in our festival of defiance. On the one hand, there were the liberal 
organizers and peacenik marchers who were there to chant and protest just 
like their heroes in the civil rights movement and were exceedingly cautious 
not to offend the thousands of union members who were likewise protesting 
the WTO, nor give the media anything that could possibly give the “cause" 



ideological duffs somewhere in between. 

Unfortunately, these fissures kept spreading, and before the end of the first 
night, much of the anti-WTO movement had conceded to the government and 
media claims that the protesters in black had acted “violently” and subsequently 
entered into a backlash in the perpetually futile struggle to legitimize fringe 
movements in the eyes of white bread America. Before long, people had 
concocted plans to redeem the “movement" in the eyes of the world by 
scrubbing off the effects of vandalism 
and forging plans to stop further disrup¬ 
tions of orderly demonstrations. 

My problem with these developments 
isn’t so much that I give a flying fuck 
whether or not someone wants to go 
wash graffiti off a store owned by Louisi¬ 
ana Pacific which has helped clearcut 
99% of this continent, but that these 
sentiments were my first real exposure to 
elements which for lack of a better word, 
ought be considered “counterrevolution¬ 
ary." 

By ceding the terms of the debate to 
the media and corporate government, 
the dogmatic "doves" in our movement 
allowed people writing on walls to be put 
in the same class as the police tear 
gassing people, shooting kids’ teeth out 
with rubber bullets, and breaking heads 
with clubs. The entire time I was in Se¬ 
attle, I saw not a single member of the 
black block harm another life form and 
accordingly, not a single one of them 
could ethically be considered “violent." 

At the same time,! saw 
numerous instances of 
people being hurt by the 
police or other demon¬ 
strators who felt it their 
duty to physically en¬ 
force an unwritten code 
of “non-destruction" on 
others. After agreeing to 
play on the field forged 
by the media’s use of 
words, the demonstra¬ 
tors unwittingly allowed 
themselves to be forced 
into an uncomfortable 
situation where the me¬ 
dia called the shots and 
they had to follow, lest 
they be impaled on their 
own rhetoric. 

But what is arguably 
worse than the linguistic 
surrender of much of the 
movement or even the 
violence by cops and peaceniks is the fact that this issue had pitted our 
movement against itself. In trying to pander to the conciliatory spirit of militaristic 
non-violence, people began reporting troublemakers to the police or becoming 
the police themselves. I showed up at a certain demo a bit early to find the 
rendezvous location swarming with police. Later, I overheard a conversation in 
which a fellow protester bragged of having given a cop the flier for the demo 
because she didn’t agree with the fact people were going to march through the 
street with torches. On my last night in Seattle, I had the privilege of watching as 
a young woman walked up to a motorcycle cop and fingered two protesters as 
having things that might be thrown. The two black men were hastily arrested for 
ha*ng an empty bottle in their pocket and the woman began bragging about her 
role in keeping the peace. 

Perhaps even worse than these episodes were the times in which protesters 
decided that they were authority figures and assumed law enforcement roles 
themselves. I personally saw three different people tackled by fellow demonstra¬ 
tors while trying to confront the police and perhaps two dozen instances where 
self appointed “organizers" attempted to restrain fellow protesters from doing an 
action that went against their moral code, even in spontaneous street riots that 
no one could take credit for organizing Aside from the fact that such rigid 



However, by far the greatest enemy of the anti-WTO resistance was the 
familiar face of DRAMA. At various points during the week, I had to walk away 
from a meeting or demo because the drama and pseudo-seriousness of the 
situation was too much for me to bear. The tear gas must have sapped the 
movement of its humility and sense of humor as there was a horribly exaggerated 
sense of self importance in the air. Having a mild form of CS tear gas set upon 
us by the cops suddenly gave people the fantastic idea that we were just like the 
Zapatistas or Spanish Anarchists in the 1930s about to get blown off the face of 
the Earth by bombs and guns and consequently, panic became endemic People 
who are ordinarily friendly, sweet individuals began being rude, intolerant and 
downright egocentric. 

And this stress and sense of 
self importance likewise filtered into our 
information and communication areas to 
the point that a conservative 75% of what 
was said during a given conversation was 
probably bullshit. Rumors that martial 
law was declared and that the cops had 
started using nerve gas rose next to hear¬ 
say declaring that the Teamsters had 
taken up arms to destroy the WTO or that 
17 steel workers had been killed after 
their second march, began circulating 
through the crowd, only intensifying the 
already tense situations. Security con¬ 
cerns, which are always an important 
aspect of any illegal action, became so 
inflated with self importance and emotion 
as to be almost completely ridiculous. 
People started getting in fights over the 
fact someone used their real name to 
address them in a friendly way or god 
forbid had the audacity to doubt that 
5,000 riot cops were not actually waiting 
around the comer to destroy us. 

But dammit, 
for every bad thing that 
happened or was allowed 
to get out of control, there 
were a hundred more 
good things that hap¬ 
pened. A group of rag tag 
riff raff took over down¬ 
town Seattle for a day. 
The WTO talks flopped 
(although due more to 
internal divisions than the 
din of chants echoing 
from the streets). Sev¬ 
eral band members infa¬ 
mous punk bands were 
sighted throwing bottles 
at cops, breaking win¬ 
dows or organizing dis¬ 
turbances. Hundreds of 
jobs were created replac¬ 
ing shattered glass, 
guarding stores and 
scrubbing graffiti. Anar¬ 
chist punks marched and rioted side by side with hip hop gangsters, ravers, 
hippies, communists & workers. Friends & lovers had an excuse to get together 
and foment inspiration. We all saw a glimpse of what was and what can be. 

However, we must not forget the lessons we learned in Seattle. We learned 
that instigating the authorities to overreaction can be our greatest outreach tool 
as the public's burning eyes and seething hearts are naturally shoved in our 
direction after being wrongfully gassed or beaten by pigs. We learned that 
sometimes the worst enemies are those in your own scene. We learned that we 
need better chants; afterthree days of repeating “The people united will never be 
defeated" most of us were ready to barf. We learned that the system has built in 
methods of co-fetation by which they need protest, but only ineffective, 
nonthreatening symbolic gestures like marches and old civil rights songs, to 
validate their regime. If we want to succeed in anything we are striving for, we 
must necessarily increase the struggle a notch . We learned that smoking tear gas 
grenades are really hot and that rubber bullets sting like the dickens. We learned 
that cops are mean and national guard soldiers are generally pretty nice. We 
learned that if there is enbugh oftiS, we can get away with a lot of shit. We learned 
that big puppets may not win revolutions, but they're damn fun, made by

Each day we grow farther and farther apart from the Earth, as our 
relationship with the man made world grows closer and closer and becomes 
ever more a part of our lives, both mentally and physically. It is a relationship 
more intimate then the one we hold with the very planet which has shaped our 
existence through thousands of years of evolution and interaction with what 
has become, “the other world", the natural world. We are constantly isolating 
ourselves from the Earth in every possible way, whether it be construction of 
suburbs where nature is physically eradicated and replaced, or construction 
of false worlds through television sitcoms and video games, or the attempt 
conquer and alter the very foundation of nature through genetic engineering. 
We are so far disconnected from our roots, so far removed that we have 
become aliens on our own planet. 

Just take a look at the science fiction movies of colonies on Mars where 
everyone lives trapped inside giant “life support bubbles" where everyone is 
safe from what they view as the harsh uninhabitable outside world. We have 
created the same situation on our own planet. What the he] ] do you think cities 
and suburbs are, they are no different then the science fiction Mars colonies. 
We rely on them just as much to sustain us, and they cut us off from the natural 
world just as much too. The man made world is simply our life support 
bubbles. The only difference is that we don’t need them, the natural world is 
not a hostile, uninhabitable environment, which is impossible to live in. Yet 
through our isolation we have come to believe that this is so. As long as we 
view our world in this way and live our lives accordingly, we are aliens to our 
planet. I strongly believe that the lives we live, go very much against the lives 
we were evolved to live. For the sake of the Earth’s continual living, as well as 
our ability to live truly free lives where we are truly human, we need to come 
back to a nature based way of living. 

This belief has grown stronger than ever within me while I was hiking the 
southern half of the Appalachian Trail this fall. I lived in the woods for three 
months and traveled solely by foot (except forthe occasional hitch into a town 
for food). While I was by no means “living off the land", I still feel like I gained 
a strong relationship with the natural world, I felt that I was truly a part of it. 

I came to realize what all we have left behind, and the vast contrast between 
the natural world and “our world". I’ve never experienced so much peace, 
calmness, and absolute freedom as I did during those days on the trail. It is 
unparalleled to anything that humans have created. Everything in the natural 
world is in harmony, some way or another everything works out, and the wind 
keeps rustling the leaves, the birds keep flying and the cicadas keep singing 
their serenades to the night sky. Show me a modem society that can produce 
this kind of harmony, that gives you a feeling of complete freedom, that 
creates that much happiness. I for one have not found anything that comes 
close to matching this. 

The contrast between the two worlds is unbelievable. I could literally feel 
the difference as my foot left the dirt and touched the cement, as the shade 
of the trees gave way to the stagnant air of the sun hitting hot asphalt, where 
cars noisily rushed to and fro. Of course there is a contrast between the two 
worlds, the natural world is made of the living, it is a world of life, of flowing 
streams and warm breezes, of ferns and the worms that live beneath them, 
enriching the soil. Then there is our world, a lifeless expanse of concrete and 
plastic, where there is constant chaos, and the air is stagnant, the scenery 
standardized, 
monotonous. 

There wasn’t one time while I was hiking that I didn’t leave a town 
completely drained, tensed up, almost sick. I’d always be siked to go into town 
to restock on food for the week (hiking 15-20 miles a day with 40 pounds on 
your back creates this unexplainable desire for inhuman amounts of really 
shitty food) and always leave f rustrated, wanting to get back to the peace and 
calm of the woods. Its just amazing, almost frightening, the effect that entering 
back into the man made world had on me. Frightening because I and billions 
of others continue to put ourselves through such miserable existences 
without realizing it. I know I didn’t fully realize what all I had missed by turning 
my back to the natural world. But what can you expect when we are living in 
a lifeless world. How can one truly live, living meaning more than simply 
surviving, when we wrap ourselves into a world where life hardly exists. A 
world where each building looks more and more alike, where the sound of 
engines deafens you while its exhaust chokes you, where it is nearly 
impossible to find inspiration from in the world because everything is 
standardized, the monotonylaying its dull curtain over the landscape.

In fact, I've always been pretty 
aggressive about placing my words and my emotions out there for people to 
see, feel, sympathize with, criticize, or ignore. There’s a couple of reasons that 
I'm not going to put my name to this column. One of the reasons is because 
what I’m about to share with you doesn’t just concern me. I am not the only 
person who got fucked up and damaged by what I’m going to tell you about. 
There is a whole crew of people, a whole group of friends, I might even be 
willing to say a major section of the local New York City punk scene who are 
suffering and feeling a lot of fucking pain because of something that went 
down here recently. And I want everyone who is hurting about what happened 
locally to feet as if their pain has a voice. I may not write it the way that other 
people might write it, I might miss important details, but at least the facts are 
out there and we have been heard. At least -everyone knows and can take 
action so that this never happens to another woman again. Let me tell you what 
happened and then tell my other reason for not putting my name to this 
column. 

Basically, Amyl was at a party and a woman that Amyl is friends with told 
her about some stranger at the party who kept trying to hit on her and kept 
trying to touch her. The friend was freaked out and so Amyl went over to help 
deal with the situation. She told the guy to leave her friend alone. The guy got 
mad. Things escalated and she went outside with the guy and a bunch of the 
local punks followed to make sure Amyl was okay. Things must have settled 
down to a certain degree because everyone went back inside. Amyl went 
walking past the guy to go to the bathroom and as she walked through the 
doorway, the guy took the door and shoved it closed, slamming it into Amyl. 
So she took the door and swung it the other way back at the guy. The next thing 
she knew, he had taken a swing at her and she was down on the floor and 
bleeding like crazy. He didn’t just punch her. He didn’t slap her or hit her with 
$ nis fist. That would have been fucked up and terrible enough. What he did was 
slash her. He had a razor or some kind of blade in the palm of his hand and 
he slashed her in the face. There was so much blood and so much confusion 
that nobody was quite sure what had happened. Friends rushed Amyl to the 
hospital and the guy ran off. 

Amyl had to get three layers of stitches that go from close to her ear, down 
her cheek, and almost to her mouth. She had a more mild cut on her neck that 
she thought had happened when she fell down, but the doctors told her that 
the edges of the cut were too smooth for it to be a scratch and that the guy had 
actually sliced her in the throat too. I heard about what had happened the next 
morning from my roommate and I anxiously waited until that evening to call 
Amyl to see if there was anything I could do. She asked me to come over and 
so I raced over. She hadn’t eaten yet, so I made her some dinner and cleaned 
up a bit and was just there with her while she made phone calls and talked with 
friends. She was so scared. She was so hurt. It was as if it wasn’t just herface 
that had gotten cut, but as if her spirit had gotten wounded too. As if her soul 
would also carry the scar of that night. I know it sounds dramatic, but I don’t 
know how else to describe the effect that this had on Amyl. 

Whenever I think about what happened to her, it’s as if my mind can’t 
seem to grasp it. Even writing all of this, my eyes bum with tears that are right 
behind the surface. How could this have happened? This fucking guy couldn’t 
handle rejection and so he permanently scars someone? This complete and 
utter waste of human existence couldn’t handle a woman standing up to him 
and calling him on his shit and so he slices her? Is he such a fucking loser that 
the only way he feels he can make an impression on anyone is to cut them up? 

I guess so. Amyl was helping a friend of hers deal with a guy who was 
bothering her at a party. For that, she had to get three layers of stitches on her 
face. Amyl stood up and spoke out for her friend. For that, she has to live with 
this for the rest of her life. The scar may fade and disappear, but do you really 
think that her memory of this ever will? 

The person who did this to Amyl is named Ducky. He’s hung out in the 
punk scene for quite a few years and has lived mostly in the Bay Area. Last 
time anyone here heard, he was at a party in Oakland denying that any of it ever 
happened. But the fact is that he has been positively identified by Amyl from 
photos that people at the house had of him. Another fact is that once he was 
able to sneak back into the house, he grabbed his stuff and ran away That was 
the same night that he slashed Amyl. The fact is that he threatened to slash 
another person at a show on the West Coast. The fact is that he bottled a 
woman in Minneapolis because her friend had rejected his sorry ass. Do you 
see a pattern? Do you see something that goes way beyond just casual 
coincidence? Now, you may think that this doesn’t involve you and that it 
sucks, but that basically it’s not your problem. I want you to think about that 
for a moment. If you’re a woman, think about the fact that it could have been 
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to handle this except for Amyl because she has been forced into having to deal 

with it. And Amyl is strong and she will survive with power and passion and force. 
But Ducky should have never done this to her in the first place. And now, it’s up 
to you to keep yourself and to keep your friends safe from this person. He is 
wanted by the police in California, he is wanted by the police in New York. I believe 
strongly in punk justice, but I can’t advocate anyone trying to face him down 
when violence comes to him so easily and with no guilt or remorse. I don’t want 
to find out that Ducky did this to someone else. I don’t think my heart could stand 
the pain. 

Which also brings me to my other reason for not putting my name on this 
column in bright, bold letters. I’m afraid. I want to speak out, but I want to do it 
with the safety of numbers. With my friends wrapped around me like a protective 
force. I don’t want to be the target for some sociopath who wields a knife an <y 
or razor. I need to know that I’m going to be safe, and with someone like Ducky 
running around hurting the women in our punk scene, I do not feel safe. But I also 
need to know that the other women in the punk scene are also going to be safe. 

I need to know that my fear didn’t stifle my voice completely. The information 
needs to get out there as far as it can because he will keep denying that this 
happened. But I know better. We all know better. No matter what he is trying to 
say happened, believe the fact that he sliced her in the face. Once you see the 
scar on Amyl’s face and feel the hurt in her soul, you will believe it too. And it will 
scar you just as deeply as it has scarred each of us. 

This is written for all the people and from all the people that are friends with Amyl. 
We are there for you, Amyl. We love you. • 
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Hello Ya’II. I’d just like to share a few thoughts with you on the subject of 
discipline. This subject is a big one. Its hooked up with notions of authority and 
some of our most deep seated beliefs after all - maybe even going back to original 
sin. 

As any parent knows, who believes in treating their child like a person and 
valuing and listening to their opinion - you are going to be in hard positions 
sometimes with family members or close people telling you that you are spoiling 
your child because you don’t run your household on orders to be obeyed without 
question through the right of adult authority. And this is hard on you, you will 
flounder sometimes - because it is not easy trying to curb your violent urges and 
use reason and patience in your discipline of your children while other people are 
also criticizing you - See, your kids a brat, they say. You’ll be in the supermarket 
with a screaming toddler, trying to reason and talk about why she can’t buy 
everything. As you go outside to discuss it, some person will eyeball you for being 
not a good parent since you can’t “control" your child. As you sit outside and 
discuss the situation and come up with a solution between the two of you - the 
people waiting on you will get tired of the mess of your life. Oh, thoughts of fascism 
seem so much cleaner! Tell the kid No. Get on with it. And then when you find, your 
child and you have established a solution and kind of a guideline, “ I get to pick 
out one thing I want every time I go to the store - no matter if its healthy for me or 
not. If I want something else, I can get it next time. We are shopping for food that 
is good for us and that is not too expensive" - you will see it is better for you down 
the road, having spent the time explaining, talking, listening to, and reasoning with 
your child. Not that you are always so perfect, orthat everything always works out 
for the best. Not that you won’t let your kid just cat things in the store sometimes, 
doing things without your control because you don’t feel like fighting to control 
your child’s every move. (Or being up your kids ass all the time - as Faith puts it) 
But raising a child means respecting your child, yourself, and those around you 
while navigating through difficulties. 

Navigation is a good word. Following the course, the curreni, and the grain of 
natural phenomena - and seeing human life as an integral feature of the world 
process - is a very Taoist thing to do. "The sage recognizes patterns in life and 
directs his actions according to them."

aspect of understanding howto raise children. Get an understanding of the natural 
grain of nature and work with it. For instance - the so called sleeping through the 
night problem. If a baby wakes in the night and is sleeping with you, it can nurse, 
play with your toes and fingers a bit, and fall back to sleep - without really 
disturbing your rest so much. In the time it needs, developmentally, the baby will 
sleep through the night when its reached that physical maturity level. No problem. 
But you could turn this into a discipline problem. If the baby is sleeping in another 
room than you, it is harder to deal with. You could take the advice to let the baby 
cry it out. Each night the hours of crying will lesson until the baby will learns you 
will not respond and give up trying to get you. And then you can continue your 
parenting career responding to your child’s emotional distress with “S+M instead 
of TLC". If you have no one to talk to, that can encourage your faith and trust in 
yourself and child (for the child knows its needs and is crying for them which 
creates a deep response in the mother to want to go to the child and a pathological 
response in many others to tell the mother that she will spoil her baby and be 
manipulated by it, if she tends to its needs)- this could very well happen - that you 
believe your child will not grow up if you don’t force it to. 


We must look at the needs of children, for example to have exercise and space 
to explore - instead of punishing them for not sitting still or fortouching things. We 
have to have realistic expectations of children to make children neither the center 
of attention, nor "seen but not heard", but part of our community. We do not live 
in some ideal world so we need to figure out how to navigate a course. 

Christian morality divides us into thoughts of purity; pure evil, pure good - and 
the constant struggle to try to drive the demons out and be good It is a war we 
can never win, a kind of binge - purge mentality. Repression is what fuels the truly 
frightening qualities in society . Our children are little angels, or little devils,. . . never 
just a funky human like the rest of us. Most domestic problems are small - the 
choice of what shirt to wear, will you wear your coat outside, who will wash the 
dishes. Make no mistake though, the problems be small - they can bring down the 
house and break hearts. This is the crap of our lives, and how do we deal with it? 

One way I deal with it, is de-westemizing my mind some. Not striving for the 
heaven that never comes, but finding balance in living my everyday. “The Taoist 
sage does not strive for the good but rather tries to maintain a dynamic balance 
between good and bad” “Change is the dynamic interplay of opposites" What this 
translates in me as a parent, is that I except my child as a whole person and do 
not expect her to be always good and perfect. I deal with problems, problems are 
part of life, its not necessary bad to have problems..

I’d rather have something that tastes good antfis 
good, then something that is just red waxy shiny with no bug bites cuz of 
pesticides, ya know. Taoism is kinda just the big picture way of looking at things

You have to train dolphins 
with positive reinforcement to go quietly ahead of the net - and even some will 
charge the net. Psychologist Harry Frank suggests that this principle difference 
between wild and domesticated animals. All domesticated animals (except 
cats) are susceptible to negative reinforcement - they can be herded, led, 
showed or generally pushed around. We humans have bred this in them." 

Hmm. We seem to have bred this in ourselves as well. She continued to 
write how you train a dolphin is with positive reinforcement. I don’t wantto train 
my child like a dolphin or a dog. But similarly Dog trainers are always saying 
how people yell at their dogs instead of showing the dog what to do. And I see 
that people often like to yell at and speak badly to little children, instead of 
showing them ways to act or understanding why they act. We, as a nation, 
seem not to spend much time in dealing with things in a positive way - and 
prefer to try to rid undesirable behavior with punishment. “Punishment is 
humanities favorite method. When behavior goes wrong we think of punish¬ 
ment. Scold the child, spank the dog, dock the pay- 
check, fine the company, torture the dissident, invade 
the country, and so on. But punishment is a clumsy 
way of modifying behavior. In fact, much of the time 
punishment doesn’t work at ail. Punishment orthreat of 
it doesn’t help the subject learn how to modify the 
behavior involved. What the subject does learn if the 
behavior is so strongly motivated that the subject 
needs to continue it, ... is to try to not get caught. 
Evasiveness increases rapidly under a punishment 
regime - a sad situation in a family setting and not so 
great in society at large either. Also, repeated or severe 
punishment, has some very nasty side effects: fear, 
anger, resentment, resistance, even hate in the pun¬ 
ished one and sometimes in the punishertoo. These are 
mental states that are not conducive to learning. Pun¬ 
ishment often constitutes revenge. Punishment is also 
reinforcing for the punisher because it demonstrates 
and helps to maintain dominance. Do you wantto alter 
certain behavior - or do you want the subject to stop 
going against your superior will and judgment?" 

One reason that punishment does not work is 
that it does not coincide with the undesirable behavior, 
it occurs afterward, sometimes long afterward and they 
cannot change their actions of the past - they learn 
nothing of how to change the behavior. 

I find it interesting how Pryor explains behav¬ 
ior. She talks about how positive reinforcement works. 
That babies are simply not programmed to leam easily 
by unpleasant experience, though they can leam rap¬ 
idly through positive experience. (For instance, a smile 
is positive reinforcement. People, you know, will do 
stuff to get a smile ... if however smiles are out of the 
question, people will go for frowns, ie negative attention - for any attention is 
betterthan being ignored) Some behavior, she says, will go away by itself. That 
is called Extinction. Behavior that produces no results - not good or bad results 
- will probably extinguish. Ignoring behavior can help to extinguish it. Many 
behaviors are temporarily limited in themselves. Some behaviors can be 
shaped by absence - reinforce anything that is not that behavior. Another way 
is to train an incompatible behavior. For instance, if you are singing with your 
kids in the car, you will find your singing is incompatible with yelling. 

Another way to rid yourself of a behavior you don’t want is to change the 
motivation. The trick is to identify the motivation - think to understand yourself 
and others - to see what is the underlying cause of the behavior. For instance, 
the person who has enough to eat, is not going to steal bread. 

Capital Punishment, Divorce, or sending a child to its room on the other 
hand - eliminating undesirable behavior by eliminating the presence of the 
subject - teaches nothing. This is not training. 

Punishment both flustered the child and gives him a model to imitate and 
leam from - says the Stanford Department of Psychiatry. So - what is the 
alternative?

Instead of - “Stop 
that! Your a pain in the neck!" say “I don’t like having my sleeve pulled." In a 
comic entitled Give Information, it shows In stead of “If I catch you writing on 
the walls once more your going to get a spanking! - say “Walls are not for 
writing on. Paper is for writing on. And Instead of 'How many times do I have 
to tell you to turn off the bathroom light after you use it." say “the bathroom light 
is on" Another comic says Sav it with a word. Instead of saying “Look at you! 
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Your walking out the door again without your lunch. You’d forget your head If 
it wasn't attached to you." Say * Jamie, your lunch" 

These methods really work too!. Because it is really good to change some 
of our verbal habits. We have a tendency to be verbally abusive and it is not 
constructive. Truthfully I believe all Americans need to learn how to communi¬ 
cate with each other better, not just parents. I have been working on this my 
whole life and I do messed up stuff just like anyone, maybe worse than anyone. 
One thing I have a hard time with is, is my temper. I try to remember to Yelihow 
I feel, instead of mean things. Like Yell, “fuck fuck fuck I hate doing the dishes, 

I feel like I am the only person who does them. Arg Dishes!" instead of - "You 
are a piece of shit, you never do anything, you are so lazy, you suck, you didn't 
do the dishes and I told you to." Because you can really hurt people when you 
loose your temper, and the fact that you loose your temper means you know - 
you're out of control - so I'm trying to train myself to yell what I feel - not yell 
insults at people - but it is hard to change. I usually bottle it up and then burst 
out with some obscenity. That is no good. This book is way cool, looking at the 
little comics and getting an idea how people could talk to each other when they 
have problems. 

Here is a list of methods put together in the book - 

^EXPRESS YOURPEEUNGS STRONGLY - WITHOUT ATTACKING CHARAC¬ 
TER. “I'm furious that my new saw was left outside to rust in the rain!" 

2) STATE YOUR EXPECTATIONS. “I expect my tools to be returned afterthey’ve 
been borrowed." 

3) SHOW THE CHILD HOW TO MAKE AMENDS. “What this saw needs now is 
a little steel wool and a lot of elbow grease.” 

4) GIVE THE CHILD A CHOICE. “You can borrow my tools and return them, or 
you can give up the privilege of using them. You decide." 

5) TAKE ACTION. Child; Why is the tool box locked? Father You tell me why. 

6) PROBLEM-SOLVE. What can we work out so that you can use my tools when 
you need them, and so that I'll be sure they’re there when I need them? 

If a small child who doesn’t talk yet touches something he shouldn’t, isn’t 
it all right to slap his little hand? 

Just because children aren’t talking doesn’t mean they aren’t listening or 
understanding. Little children are learning every minute of every day. The 
question is, what are they learning? The parent has a choice here. She can 
repeatedly slap the child s hand, thus teaching him that the only way for him to 
learn what not to do is to be slapped. Or she can treat the child as a dignified, 
small human being by giving him information he can use now and for the rest 
of his life. As she removes the child (or the object) she can tell him firmly and 
clearly: “Knives are not for licking. You can lick this spoon if you like." “This 
china dog can break. Your stuffed dog won’t break." 

She may need to repeat the same information many times, but repeated 
information conveys a far different message from repeated slaps. - How to talk 
so kids will listen and listen so kids will talk. 

Not like you copy every word, they are just showing you examples to get the 
feeling. And I think its good! I am kinda a crappy person about things I say when 
I get mad, but I definitely have problem solving and making amends in my skills. 

I think the stating your expectation thing is really cool. The point is, there are 
more effective things to do, that are to the point of the problem, than punishment. 

I personally have rarely ever punished my daughter - It is not me to do that. But 
I do have a problem with how I act when I loose my temper so what I’ve most 
needed to work on is self-discipline. I don’t want to suppress my anger, but I do 
want to learn how to deal with my anger in ways that aren’t so destructive to 
myself and those I love. 

I don’t expect myself to speak like a robot of perfect things I should say in 
the right situation. Its just this book helps give me ideas of how I could handle 
problems. I am also not trying to manufacture my child into some vision I have 
for what a person should be. I try to enjoy her, appreciate her, and if it comes 
to it, put up with her, for the individual that she is. I don't have to comprehend 
everything that she is, or the outcome of every action. I find some of this 
behavior stuff interesting for thinking about what behavior you are encouraging 
through your actions - but I in no way want to train or mold my child. Children 
should be left to blossom. And this is not a win-lose situation. I am not trying 
to get my way all the time - which is really important to realize with kids - It is 
not a bad thing to back down, to let them get what they want, to apologize for 
w>ur mistakes. Adults are not always right! Nobody is. So I’m not fighting for 
control. If I fight for anything, I fight to be the person I feel down deep in me, is 
the person I was born to be.

Agriculture. It’s easy to see how people can’t relate to the subject or find it easy 
to ignore agricultural issues. Very few people in ourcountry are farmers anymore. 
The Census Department stopped keeping track of their numbers in 1993 consid¬ 
ering their numbers to be “statistically insignificant". Very few people know 
farmers or have even set foot on a farm. There is such a distance between us and 
ourfood. We’re removed, removed from ourfood and how it got to ourtable. We’re 
removed from the land, we don’t know about it so we don't care about it. 
“(Americans) no longer care where or how they get their food, as long as it is firm, 
fresh, and cheap," writes Victor Davis Hanson in his book “Fields Without 
Dreams". A man frustrated with the futility of trying to be a small scale family 
fanner in the 90 s, struggling against not 
only nature but also an increasing cor¬ 
porate presence and an apathetic public. 
It can be difficult to see the relevance of 
caring about something like agriculture, 
but in the words of Wes Jackson, an 
agricultural pioneer, “if you eat food you 
should be concerned with agricultural 
issues." If you can't muster up the en¬ 
ergy to care, to care about what sustains 
you and what you sustain with yourfood 
dollar, if you just can’t see the relevance 
to your life enough to act on your knowl¬ 
edge by supporting agricultural prac¬ 
tices that you see as healthy and speak¬ 
ing out against those that you oppose 
then we’ll just have to call your death a 
suicide. 

In my last column I discussed the 
amazing work being done by Wes Jack- 
son and his colleagues at the Land Insti¬ 
tute to bring the concept of perennial 
polyculture into being. This method con¬ 
trasts sharply with the present method 
of agriculture known as annual monoc¬ 
ulture, a system of large-scale mostly 
corporate farms reliant on increasing 
amounts of chemical pesticides and 
synthetic fertilizers to grow the same 
few row crops year after year. Actually 
the term “monoculture" is a bit decep¬ 
tive, as it would seem to imply the grow¬ 
ing of one crop. It actually refers to the 
rotation of a very few crops, namely com 
and soybeans. I wanted to discuss this 
system of annual monoculture, a hugely 
damaging form of agriculture, and how it 
began the systematic genetic erosion, 
the shrinking and thus the weakening of 
the gene pool through the commercial 
emphasis on a few limited varieties of 
crops along with the destruction of subsistence agriculture and wilderness areas. 
This erosion of genetic diversity continues by leaps and bounds today through the 
increasing globalization of our food supply and the emphasis on intellectual 
property rights and genetic engineering. 

Our current method of agriculture, this annual monoculture with its chemical 
dependence and limited rotations, is a relatively new phenomena with roots only 
going back as far as the end of World War H. Many of the pesticides and chemicals 
used in agriculture today had their beginnings as chemical weapons developed 
during WWII. Before the availability of these chemical “solutions", farmers 
depended on methods of control that would fall much closer to the concepts of 
organic or Integrated Pest Management (I.P.M.). These pre-war pest manage¬ 
ment techniques included systems of complex crop rotations (crop rotation refers 
to the order in which crops are planted in the same field season after season.), land 
left fallow or devoted to pasture and the retaining of strips of weeds or native plant 
life as means of disrupting pest cycles and building soil fertility. With the 
introduction of the seeming “silver bullet’’ of Ghemical pesticides and fertilizers 
these healthy and sustainable methods fell by the wayside. 

Around the same time as chemical pesticides were being introduced, the 


a system must be propped up with chemicals. So most farmers chose to give 

up the diverse crop rotations as well as the commonplace small-scale livestock 
production. Livestock production was then taken over by specialized large- 
scale feed lots. As the livestock moved off of the small American farm, so did 
the cropping of both hay and oats because they both have little economic value 
if not fed to livestock. The industrialized production of cattle introduced 
soybeans as the second major crop in the monoculture rotation of corn and 
soy. Today this system has grown to the point where between 83-97% of all 
com planted in this country is in rotation with soybeans (The occasional third 
crop in this rotation is wheat but two or even three crops can’t provide adequate 
diversity needed to maintain an ecosystem). With the limited grazing of the 
cattle on these huge feed lots, soybeans took their place as the major fodder 
of these animals, providing adequate protein without requiring the use of 
pasture. Most types of livestock are horribly ineffective at transferring protein, 
requiring many times the amount of protein in feed in relation to the amount they 
will produce as meat. So the demand for soy as livestock feed is huge. Even 
today a mere 3% of the soy crop is used for human consumption, the rest goes 
to feed livestock. The huge market for soybeans reinforced the financial 
advantage of monocropping. 

As fewer and fewer types of crops were grown, field size grew out of 
necessity. The profit margin involved in bulk production of one or two crops 
was much thinner than before. So as the Secretary of Agriculture at the time, 
Ezra Taft Benson said, “Get big or get out." So without the stress of juggling 
multiple crops, farmers increased the size of their operations, fences came 
down, equipment specialized and the march towards industrialized farming 
began. 

These two landmark events pushed agriculture towards the chemical- 
reliant monocropping system we have today. Virtually everyone admits that 
this system is not the best. Even Robert Shapiro, a chief executive at Monsanto, 
acknowledges that “current agricultural practice isn’t sustainable: we’ve lost 
something on the order of 15% of our topsoil over the past 20 years or so, 
irrigation is increasing the salinity of soil, and the petrochemicals we rely on 
aren't renewable ." The United Nations contends that because of poor farming 
methods approximately 300 million hectares (a hectare is about 2.5 acres) of 
farmland worldwide has been severely degraded while 1.2 million more 
hectares show moderate fertility loss. The lack of diversity caused by 
monocropping has had broad ramifications: increasingly vulnerable crops, 
genetically impoverished varieties, lowered water quality, eroding soil, troubled 
wildlife populations, and an overall less vibrant ecosystem. Within the past few 
years these symptoms have become more pronounced, causing severe soil 
degradation, dramatic swings in yields and uncontrollable disease and pest 
outbreaks. For example, Illinois farmers recently discovered that a certain corn 
pest, the western rootworm beetle, was surviving in the field even when it was 
planted with soybeans. A two crop rotation traditionally kept them in check by 
breaking the breeding cycle. That strategy is now failing, leaving farmers with 
the options of either spraying the soy as well as the com for the beetle or 
implementing a more complex crop rotation. The monoculture system is 
unhealthy and unmanageable without the increasing amounts of chemicals 
that continue to be dumped on ourfood. 

With all the problems becoming evident with the monoculture system and 
its primarily two crop rotation, the need forthe implementing of at least a more 
complex rotation seems obvious. Yet the system of monocropping remains 
unchanged despite its many drawbacks. For the reasons one must look a bit 
closer at the structure of agriculture. A lot of farmland is rented year to year so 
farmers can’t afford to allow a field to lie fallow orto be planted with a non-cash 
crop because the rent needs to be paid. In addition, the landlords and especially 
lenders who have extended credit, which is vital to most farmers, get really 
nervous and would probably refuse to extend credit to any farmer who was 
planning on planting any crop that doesn't have an immediately visible pay-off. 
Plus, many of the crops that work well in long term, more complex rotations like 
oats or forage have become obsolete because they only pay-off when they can 
be fed to livestock. The vital importance of maintaining livestock as part of 
sustainable agriculture is just becoming apparent to me and I plan to delve 
deeper into the subject in an upcoming column. 

One of the largest obstacles to more complex rotations and sustainable 
agriculture in general is that the entire agricultural infrastructure, all the storage, 
transport and processing systems, is completely set up to handle the "Big 
Three" of com, soy and wheat. Any other cropfalls outside of the system and 
becomes a logistical nightmare for the farmer to process, get to market, and 
sell. This acts to further keep farmers within the monoculture system. 

Almost everyone concerned, economists, agronomists, and ecologists, 
agrees that there are very few incentives for individual farmers to work to 
increase diversity and strive for sustainability. While doing so on a large scale 
would benefit all farmers through improved soil health and fertility, it’s very 
difficult for the individual farmer to see an immediate payback. The market is 
increasingly pressuring the farmer to make decisions that are only good in the 
short term. Perhaps biodiversity's best ally is consumer demand for and 
willingness to pay premium prices for organic crops; crops grown in chemical 
free soil and with chemical free pest control. For example, organic soybeans

For example, organic soybeans I 
have been fetching two to three times the price of conventionally grown ones, f 
This sort of price difference may push farmers “back’ to earlier and healthier I 
cropping systems, such as more diverse crop rotations and integrated pest I 
management. But again this requires that farmers step out of the government I 
subsidized ag-loop and embrace new practices that they may be unfamiliar | 
with and not have the know-how or equipment to deal with. 

Through the introduction of chemicals and government subsidies agricul-1 
ture has been dramatically restructured from numerous small-scale diverse I 
operations to huge monoculture based farms consolidated under a few I 
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corporate owners. This emphasis on the specialized and mechanized two crop 
system has limited the biodiversity of our country’s landscape by replacing the 
cropping of numerous grains and other crops as well as the replacing native 
areas, pasture and fallow ground with vast fields of predominately com and 
soybeans. Native and less commercially viable crop species are pushed aside 
and plowed under in our rush towards chemically dependent corporate 
agriculture and the concentration of the control over our own food supply into 
the hands of the corporate elite. 

The privatization of the world’s food supply through the patenting of genetic 
information by a few huge transnational corporations has been a long time 
coming but has recently reached a frenetic pace. To get a sense of perspective 
on this issue, we must again look back to the end of WWH when in an effort to 
rebuild the world economy, a global free trade agreement called the General 
Agreement on Trade and Tariffs (GATT). GATT was established originally to 
negotiate lower tariffs (taxes on imports) in order to stimulate commerce. In 
reality it has acted to the benefit of big business. In the agricultural spectrum 
it has expanded the markets for huge grain traders by driving out national and 
local producers of food who can’t compete 
with the heavily subsidized exports from the 
United States or Europe. This crippling effect if 
of the agreement on foreign agriculture was 
planned and deliberate. In 1985 Senator Rudy 
Boschwitz from the big agriculture state of 
Minnesota wrote to Time magazine that “(i)f 
we do not lower our farm prices to discourage 
these developing countries from aiming at 
self-reliance now, our world-wide competi¬ 
tive position will continue to slide.” GATT 
reduced regional self-reliance and expanded 
the dependence on large corporations by 
making the grain imported from, for example, 
the U S. cheaper than the grain produced 
locally in the developing countries of the world. 

GATT not only stifled regional self-reliance but 
also pushed local varieties of grains or other 
crops out of production, continuing the em¬ 
phasis on fewer and fewer crop species and 
addingtothe limiting of the world's biodiversity. 

Huge grain traders and exporters try to get 
grain prices down as low as they can so they 
can buy at those low prices and then sell at 
higher prices. Low prices allow grain traders 
to undersell their competition on a worldwide 
level, giving them access to new markets 
where the local price is higher. The prices that 
these grain traders demand is unrealistically 
low and only achievable through massive 
subsidies provided by the American taxpay¬ 
ers and the exploitation of the American farmer. The American people are lining 
the pockets of these massive transnational corporations. These corporations 
have convinced the Congress that what is good for corporations is somehow 
good for the American people. Through their massive lobbying efforts these 
companies have convinced Congress to continue to drive grain prices lower 
and lower with complex systems of subsidies and less secure federal loans. 
This allows huge traders like the Cargill company, the biggest grain trader in the 
world (whose executive Daniel Amstutz served as the chief negotiator on the 
Uruguay Round Agreement on Agriculture, just to give you some idea how 
incestuous this all is) to make money hand over fist. 

Many people mistakenly believe that all these subsidies benefit the farmers 
or that these really low prices are passed on to the consumer. In reality neither 
is true. Prices to the consumer continue to rise while the price paid to the fanner 
continue to drop and the middlemen, these huge traders and processing 
companies, make all the money. Between 1981 and 1987 consumer prices 
rose 36% as the prices paid to fanners fell from three quarters the cost of 
production to half the cost of production. Yet Congress year after year listens 
to Cargill and their ilk and continue to lower prices to the point where American 
farmers receive around 4 cents out of every food dollar spent. (The biggest 
share goes to the‘marketing" element which includes the processors, brokers, 
traders, and shippers.) That meager percentage continues to shrink, causing 
5 million families to lose their farms in recent decades. Sadly, the money made 
in agriculture is not made by the farmers it is made by the corporate element 
who never even get their hands dirty. 

Since its creation. GATT has conducted several ‘rounds" of negotiations 
each of which has been several years long. The last completed round was in 
Uruguay, known as the Uruguay Round. Before this last round the group was 
limited to dealing with tariff issues as barriers to trade, deciding how much 
various countries could tax their imports in orderto protect their local economy. 
But in the Uruguay Round the participating countries broadened their scope as 

what could potentially be barriers to free trade. Topics now allowed into 
consideration included such non-tariff areas as environmental policies and 


agreements as a way to “strengthen and formalize a world economic government 
dominated by giant corporations, without a correlative democratic rule of law to 
hold this economic government accountable ’ 

The powers given to the WTO are unprecedented even in the history of GATT. 
Under the previous GATT system the participating parties were sovereign and 
could choose whether or not to participate in any of the treaties. Whereas the WTO 
requires members to agree to all of the agreements from the Uruguay Round in 
orderto participate in the world trading club at all Refusal to participate is almost 
unthinkable for any government, especially for developing countries who depend 
imported goods, such as food. 

Among the WTO powers is the power over the non-tariff obstacles to trade, 
defined as the power to “ensure the conformity of its laws, regulations and 
administrative proceedings with its obligations as provided' in the Uroguay 
Round agreements. Thus the WTO can force countries to change their national, 
state, or local laws to minimize the laws’ “trade restrictive' effect or to bring them 
into compliance with weaker international standards. They could pressure a 
country to change, weaken, or get lid of completely an environmental protection 

regulation regarding pesticide 
use or a law requiring the label¬ 
ing of genetically modified in¬ 
gredients in food or any law at 
all really. The pressure is ap¬ 
plied in the interest of “trade”, 
which is just a euphemism for 
the money to be made by the 
corporate interests behind the 
WTO This power allows them 
to act with their legislative and 
judicial powers in areas that 
had formerly been strictly dealt 
with by individual countries. The 
WTO does this by calling any¬ 
thing it wants to control “trade 




related". So these unelected corporate- 
minded trade officials can disregard or con¬ 
trol virtually all the regulations that exists on 
a national level under the guise of protecting 
free trade. If they determine that a country’s 
standards on pesticide use is too restrictive 
they can force them to change those stan¬ 
dards or face stiff penalties For example we 
can look at the ramifications of the European 
Union’s ban on RBGH, the artificial growth 
hormone fed to American cattle to increase 
milk production. The WTO determined that 
the E.U. lacked sufficient scientific evidence 
that the hormone was a threat to human 
health and the E.U. didn’t have the right as a 
sovereign nation or group of nations to err on 
the side of caution or to set their own standards. So now the E.U. has the 
discouraging options of discontinuing their ban, paying the U.S. Cattlemen's 
Association hundreds of millions of dollars a year in compensation, or facing 
massive trade sanctions. The E.U. chose to pay $124 million a year in compen¬ 
sation to retain the integrity of their food supply. National sovereignty is in jeopardy 
and regional autonomy is under attack by the power that these people who are 
responsible to no one wield in their own interest. 

The WTO is a permanent political body and can establish new obligations at 
any time that all members must adhere to with a three-fourths majority. So now 
previously sovereign, independent countries have a corporate “Big Brother" who 
has the ability to control their laws and their actions so they best serve the interests 
of those corporations behind the WTO. If a country attempts to object to a WTO 
regulation they set themselves up for massive monetary penalization or potentially 
crippling trade sanctions. Merely the threat of these penalties usually convinces 
the country to change their law or trade practice. 

Falling under the jurisdiction of the WTO with its powerful threat of sanctions 


concentrating the power in the hands of transnational corporations. Nowhere is 
this massive globalization as evident as in agriculture. IPRs are heavily utilized by 
giant agribusiness firms to protect their recent genetic modifications to various 
crop species. This protection is now heavily enforced worldwide thanks to the 
TRIPs agreement which demands that all WTO members must provide patent or 
likewise protection for these firm's genetically engineered plants Thus privatizing 
something, in this example thousands of years of plant breeding, for the monetary 
benefit of these corporations that had previously been in the public domain. 

Agribusiness companies are banking heavily on their genetically engineered 
crop seeds. In orderto consolidate their presence in the industry, the agribusiness 
giants are buying up small seed houses and companies “Transnational agri¬ 
chemical corporations went on a buying spree, purchasing small seed companies 
and replacing their regionally adapted (seed) collections with more profitable 
hybrids and patented varieties," comments Kent Whealy, the director of Seed 
Savers Exchange. He goes on to say that these collections were well adapted to 
local growing conditions, with resistance to regional pests and diseases and 
represented the collective work of generations of seedsmen. “Irreplaceable 
genetic resources were thoughtlessly destroyed by marketing decisions to 
maximize the short-term profits of corporations," he notes. 

The globalization of the seed industry has endangered the availability and the 
very existence of local specialized seed varieties and secured the position of 
genetically engineered seed on the worldwide market. In order to obtain that 
security the major agribusiness companies are scrambling to buy up competing 
companies who may help them achieve those ends. Monsanto has recently 
purchased Agracetus (a small company which somehow has a patentfor all future 
genetically modified strains of soybeans and cotton), Calgene (the pioneers of the 
genetically modified food, the fine people who brought us the “FlavrSavr’ tomato), 
and Holden Foundation Seeds (a huge company that provides one third of all the 
seed com planted in the United States). The stranglehold that large companies are 
acquiring on segments of our food supply coupled with their shortsighted and 
profit-driven decision making is terrifying. 

In the light of their captive protected worldwide markets the stage is set for the 
whole world to be planted with one species of com, “Roundup-Ready’ com. As 
genetically engineered crops 
spread at an alarming rate 
(Monsanto is aiming to have 100% 
of soybeans grown in the U.S. 
converted to their genetically 
modified species by the year 
2000). The rapid growth of ge¬ 
netically engineered crops acts to 
limit biodiversity by drowning out 
other crop species and further 
destroying native species through 
the emphasis on large-scale pro¬ 
duction. Geneticallv enninpprpH

was previously discussed, because their numerous values were realized, 
However, in the mechanized specialization of modem farming green spaces 
are pushed aside in favor of the shortterm cover up of chemical pesticides and 
fertilizers. Green spaces support agriculture by renewing soil, preventing 
erosion, harboring beneficial insects, purifying our air and water and helping to 
regulate the climate. Yet because none of these services have a traditional 
market value they are pushed aside for things that present a short-term 
monetary value In orderto change this, groups of scientists are working to 
come up with some sort of dollar amount for the services that these natural 
areas provide. "Assigning values, even if they are imprecise, helps make it clear 
that losing this stuff entails a cost," explains Gretchen Daily, a Stanford 
University conversation biologist. As odd as that sounds, trying to put a dollar 
amount on the worth of a patch of prairie or a stretch of forest, it seems to be 
working. New York City was recently convinced to put money into staving off 
development in the Catskill and Delaware watersheds which naturally filter its 
water instead of spending six to eight million dollars on a water treatment 
facility. Whatever it takes to make people realize that these areas are valuable, 
not “undeveloped* or “wasted" space, is a step in the right direction. 

The centralizing of the power over ourfood supply, especially into the hands 
of corporations who decisions are guided by short term visions and profit 
margins, is dangerous to the biodiversity of the world and dangerous to our 
food supply. These corporations do not have our best interests in mind; their 
decisions are guided by money They lack the long-term vision and wisdom 
needed to guide our people and our world. They are not proper stewards of our 
land If they fail to see the error of their path “ the lord of the vineyard shall come 
and give the vineyards unto others."

or that these really low prices are passed onto the consumer. In reality neither 
is tree. Prices to the consumer continue to rise while the price paid to the fanner 
continue to drop and the middlemen, these huge traders and processing 
companies, make all the money Between 1981 and 1987 consumer prices 
rose 36% as the prices paid to fanners fell from three quarters the cost of 
production to half the cost of production. Yet Congress year after year listens 
to Cargill and their ilk and continue to lower prices to the point where American 
farmers receive around 4 cents out of every food dollar spent. (The biggest 
share goes to the “marketing" element which includes the processors, brokers, 
traders, and shippers.) That meager percentage continues to shrink, causing 
5 million families to lose theirfarms in recent decades. Sadly, the money made 
in agriculture is not made by the farmers it is made by the corporate element 
who never even get their hands dirty. 

Since its creation. GATT has conducted several “rounds" of negotiations 
each of which has been several years long. The last completed round was in 
Uruguay, known as the Uruguay Round. Before this last round the group was 
limited to dealing with tariff issues as barriers to trade, deciding how much 
various countries could tax their imports in orderto protect their local economy. 
But in the Uruguay Round the participating countries broadened their scope as 
to what could potentially be barriers to free trade. Topics now allowed into 
consideration included such non-tariff areas as environmental policies and 
economic development strategies. 

One of the most notable events of the Uruguay Round of GATT was the 
creation of the World Trade Organization (WTO) which was designed to enforce 
GATT’s concept of free trade on a global scale. The WTO was given executive, 
legislative, and judicial powers; the power to create laws, enforce them and 
punish those who break them. In effect, the WTO became the “muscle" behind 
the corporate interests of the Uruguay Round agreements. Well known 
consumer advocate Ralph Nader sees the WTO and the Uruguay Round 


milk production. The WTO determined that 
the E.U. lacked sufficient scientific evidence 
that the hormone was a threat to human 
health and the E.U. didn’t have the right as a 
sovereign nation or group of nations to err on 
the side of caution or to set their own standards. So now the E.U. has the 
discouraging options of discontinuing their ban, paying the U.S. Cattlemen's 
Association hundreds of millions of dollars a year in compensation, or facing 
massive trade sanctions.

The WTO is a permanent political body and can establish new obligations at 
any time that all members must adhere to with a three-fourths majority. So now 
previously sovereign, independent countries have a corporate “Big Brother" who 
has the ability to control their laws and their actions so they best serve the interests 
of those corporations behind the WTO. If a country attempts to object to a WTO 
regulation they set themselves up for massive monetary penalization or potentially 
crippling trade sanctions. Merely the threat of these penalties usually convinces 
the country to change their law or trade practice. 

Falling under the jurisdiction of the WTO with its powerful threat of sanctions 
is the enforcement of Trade-Related Intellectual Property Rights or TRIps (notice 
the “trade-related” preface). Intellectual property rights (IPRS) are a global 
equivalent to national trademarks patents and copyrights and give the corpora¬ 
tions who hold the intellectual property rights the worldwide protection of the 
WTO. It is interesting to note that the committee that conceived this idea was made 
of members from such companies as Bristol-Meyer, Dupont, General Electric, 
General Motors, Hewlett Packard, IBM, Time-Wamer and ourfriends at Monsanto.

She 
rants on - hating cars along with tales of being hit by one on her bike, an unidentified 
black bug falling out of her ear, confronting another zine editor that uses the Tight 
Pants title, and a lengthy breakdown of all the categories she feels girls fall into (she 
is anti-girl). There's also some contributors writing about pranks and Catholic 
school. This issue was a bit more entertaining that past ones. (-Aprille) 

URBAN HEBMITT #5 ($VSarah O’Donnell'PMB 910 1122 E. Pike/Seattle WA 
98122) Absolutely one of my favorite zines - it’s an addictive read. Sarah is rad. I 
was so excited to get to meet her this summer and see her spoken word several 
times. It makes reading the zine all the more meaningful - as I can hear her voice put 
to the words and I can picture her writing in her notebook in comers of the room. This 
is a hand-wntten (totally readable style) personal zine that is the voice of Sarah. She 
tells a great story — all reality based on her travels. This issue was particularly 
dedicated to stories about girl crushes she had or has. My favorite thing about 
Sarah's wnting is that she is so observant — she watches, takes in all in and has a 
lot to say — sne will call you on your shit, challenge you on lame ideas and make 
all attempts to fuck shit up. Yet she is humble and shy and talks a lot about her 
awkwardness in social settings. But tells charming tales of girls stalking her and girls 
that make her orool — with a side-setting of hippie houses and an obsession with 
freestyle rapping and poet-revolution. I think it’s the poet way with words that so 
hooks me — and the stones about the pnmate freedom tour without naming names 
had me rolling in laughter — as she comments on how they hit every yuppie health 
food store in the country and the irony of it all. If I went on to tell you all the details 
of the stories and tales - well then I’d spoil it and have a column length review.

URBAN HERMITT #6 Sarah 
is churning out the zines! This newer issue continues in the same formula and 
thought pattern of the last—but just takes life one step further.

PolisfvEnglish This is an anarcho-feminist zine with massive coverage of rad 
women fighting back against the patriarchy — especially in a Catholic dominated 
country. Write them if you are interested! This is such a rad pro-women power zine. 
There is so much information here — everything from women sharing their stories 
—to a history of feminism, woman’s health issues, body and beauty myth issues, 
sexual orientation, brewing your own beer and so much more. Interviews vi/Pussy 
Face, Archbishop Kebab, Ekst Remista (all in both English & Polish), and Sexy Super 
Pomo HC. When I first looked at this zine I thought it was all in Polish — but it’s not 

— much of it is in English and I’m so impressed with these rad women just cause 
this is such a great collection of power-women writing!! I’m not sure how the split 
zine thing works - cause this isn’t separated into two sections or anything and as far 
as I can tell it’s all about the Witch part. Rad stuff!! (-Chris)

I've been having a really hard time coming up with 
a good way to describe their sound. It’s very English and it's so punk it hurts. And they 
give the term “Streetpunk" real justice. What I love so much about One Way System is what 
l can’t describe. They incorporates all the elements that I love about punk - driving power 
with a catchy melody with a fuck-you pissed off attitude and a super catchy punchy tempo. 
There is this melody that weaves it's way through the hard driving power which makes 
something so completely original that it’s just invigorating. Ever since I got this it's been 
on constant play and it fuels my fire in an inspiring way.

Drawing 
on the roots of old UK anarcho-punk as well as the hard edge of political hardcore. What they 
create - rages and rocks with heavy power and forceful aggression while retaining an 
anthemic catchiness. Fuck yeah—this is awesome cause it’s full of hard-hitting aggressive 


energy that is tight fast and still catchy with a punchy punk tempo - all wrapped up into one 
kick-ass band!

I would suggest that if you want to get some of their 
music, go check out that review, being that you’ll probably want to avoid this one, unless 
you're a hardcore fan of theirs. As for S.S.P., (Super Sexy Porno) I really like their ideas (very 
pro-feminist anti-exploitation) but I just can’t get into their music, which is basic rough thrash 
with various femal&'male vocals (it's hard to tell, the recording is that bad). I think all in all 


lyrics mat i can ready get into (normally i womani give a snit anom rooroaii, nut i minx its great 

to question the mentalities behind professional sports because it’s not something that a lot 
of people in the metal scene think about). And musically, they’re really tight and I got into the 
fact that they used a mandolin in the second song. Fans of Grindcore on the heavy side will 
definitely get into Parade Of The Lifeless. On the flipside however, Noisear just can’t hold its 
own. Their not bad, being along the same lines as P.O.T.L., but more straight up Grindcore. 
Actually, if you listen to their side of the seven inch first you might find yourself getting into 
it. Its just that the Noisear side suffers from a shitty drum sound (just the mix, not the 
drummer) and their songs just lacked the intensity behind them that is needed to follow up 
a band like P.O .T.L. . I would probably have a better perspective of them if I would have listened

Doug wanted a new name that would explain what the zine was 
about - and I don’t think you could get a more straight forward title than this 
new choice. It’s still the same excellent review focused publication that it’s 
always been. The news section is growing rapidly - but in a way that’s not 
a good sign, most of the stories focus on censorship battles and other 
examples of basic rights being stripped. Afterreading the news section you 
definitely get a better picture of how much of a war is being waged against 
basic freedoms. As always there’s tons of zine reviews, each written with complete honesty and high 
expectations. The resources listed in the back are updates, changed addresses, distro’s, info shops, 
radio stations, other review-focused zine addresses, cheap printers plus more. Invaluable. A definite 
labor of love project that shows - excellent. A staple for zine info. (-Aprille) 

ACHE FANZINE #1 ($2pp<J/Armen Svadjiar/168 Cortleign Blvd/Toronto Ontario M5W1P6) What an 
excellent debut zine! Armen really had his vision clear when he took this one on and it shows. The look 
to this and the layouts are good and the contents are awesome. I’m not usually one for reading lots of 
interviews but this zine is that great rare exception where the people interviews and the interviews 
themselves are so well done that it transcends with an intelligent exchange of ideas which has a depth 
and experience to it worth sharing.

Mike’s a great writer— 
he weaves his words well and what makes this zine extra rad is that he is a strong educated and 
experienced personality.

Mike shares his ideas and vents his anger and presents 
a good logical argument for all of his ideas and calls people on their shit in the process. Everything from 
being vegan but eating roadkill (so as not to waste the life), being patriotic to his ‘country* of the NW 
woods, even making a point about Christian's positive actions in spite of their dogma.

So much so that Mike writes the 
ecopunk column for S&L. He writes about his region and the land he loves; about the logging work he 
does and the fellas he works with. I thinkthe most impressive and inspiring part of Antipathy is that Mike 
is dedicated to his ideals and beliefs and is out there living life to the fullest and his mind is open and 
so he can acknowledge what people have to share and teach, in spite of the rhetoric of why most punk 
rockers write off certain groups or types of people. There’s also traveling stories, train hopping tales 
and plenty of serious as well as critical punk rock stuff.

There’s tons of contributions (a lot 
of past contributors) of everything from poetry to stories to artwork. This issue is also 
dedicated to the late Drew Blood and mere’s a couple outstanding memorials to him 
along with a poem he had written “will and testament’. The writing covers a lot of 
emotions and subjects. From visiting a terminally sick friend to info and a translated 
poem by Salvador Novo. Some of me contributors are - Joe Westmoreland, CK Krakora, 
Tom Scut, Reb, Robert Kirby, Owen Leehnen, Tomata Du Plenty plus many more. The 
time-line of Larry-BotyHoly Titclamps at the end was interesting - as a sort of quick 
history. (-Aprille) 

I HATE THE WORLD #4 ($5ppd worl<y $4ppd Eur/ Andreas Hagber^ 
Fjardngsmannavagen 1 S'643 32 Vingakei/ Sweden) An impressive 120 pages of 
interviews, rants, letters, columns, reports and articles! All in a neatly laid out half size 
zine. The guest columns range in topic from suicide, ethical dilemmas, rage against me 
machine doing a good thing, death of a drug dealer, me use of me word ’faggot’ and 
more. Interviews are lengthy but flow into great conversations - include Burning 
Kitchen, Outlast, Submission Hold. The review section I really enjoyed - very in-depth 
and full of positive critiques. The articles cover things like being pro-unemployment, a 
reprint of me pro-adoption for homosexual couples speech the editor gave (it’s in 
Swedish), an excellent history of Yugoslavia that covers me NATO bombing, some 
European union money scandals, taking part in a debate about a citizen's salary (a salary 
given to unemployed people to survive on), a response to an anti-hardline article in issue 
#2 by an ignorant hardline fanatic. Each quote by me hard-liner is followed by me 
editors responses to his inane macho homophobic comments. The multi-part discus¬ 
sion on how and if we can change me world had some interesting points. Excellent 
issue!. (-Aprille) 

IMAGINE #1 (S^PO Box 8145/Reno NV 89507) It’s always interesting to check out 
a zine’s first issue. Being able to observe ail the kinks getting worked out as it goes from 
issue to issue. It’s always amazing to read a zine where me first issue seems flawless 
and ready to take off. This would be one of those zines. It's laid out and printed 
beautifully. The style reminds me of Murder Can Be Fun. A lot of great quotes are 
sprinkled throughout from Noam Chomsky to George Carlin. The subtitle of this is a 
journal of anarchy, but in me intro John also hopes to cover atheism and vegan issues. 
The huge number of collected news articles that focus on activities of me police, military 
and federal agencies was blood boiling-ly disturbing. There’s also a nasty collection of 
food industry news - mostly focusing on me meat industry - if you've ever wanted some 
ideas as to the huge rate of disease causing fuck-ups surrounding food - this will leave 
you feeling nauseous.

Topics include - Is Chomsky an 
anarchist or traitor (has he ever claimed to be an anarchist?), along with a great break 
down of exactly where Chomsky is coming from, helpful vegan baking ingredient 
substitutes, answers to some typical questions thrown at anarchists, a rundown of 
legalized murder in me form of cop violence, essential dissection of me charge - 
"aggravated assault’ and a few wonderful in-depth reviews of zines, books, catalogs 
and movies (the cartoon Antz). And mere’s still more. This is a great addition to 
anarchist publications. (-Aprille) 

IN MY FORMER LIFE I WAS DEAD #2 ($2/1 16 NW13 St #154/Gainesville FL 32601) 
Okay so here is the story. I’ve been obsessed with mis guy for awhile now. Ever since 
I first heard Morning Again, then Culture, then As Friends Rust with those trademark half¬ 
speak vocals.

Politics as well as music is 
covered - on stealing from corporate stores, school violence, clear-cutting in a capitalist 
society, a humorous in-depth review of “various crazy spiritual groups around North 
Carolina* plus more. There’s some contributions from the Crimthinc folks and if you’ve 
read anything from them - this zine fits into that same excellent quality. (-Aprille)

<email: faundes@way.com.ar>) This is subtitled “Especially for sensitive hearts'. 
R’s done in a V size and the zine itself is like a thick 7* record’s booklet (in a jacket) - 
-1 was attracted to this format It’s all in Spanish - so let me try to mention some of the 
contents: there’s several pieces on animal liberation—trapping and expenmentation. 
An intv. v/What’s Up In Your Mind?. Writing on menstruation and gender issues. 
Afghanistan and Tibet And much much more. Show reviews and lots of contacts. If 
you can read Spanish I would recommend this zine cause it looks like a really good one 
and covers a good range of stuff. (-Chris) 

SPAGHETTI DINNER & PANGING #13 (2 stamps'Randy Spaghetti'P0 Box 2536' 
Missoula MT 59806) This is one of my favonte zines to read. Randy is an outdoorsy 
guy who goes on this insane wild adventures in the mountains - alone. This time around 
he heads off to YeHowstone on a somewhat mystical quest to see or find the 
reintroduced Wolf. What makes this reading so incredible is that first of all the writing 
style is personable and flows great. He tells a good story with suspense and intngue. 

I mean we are talking about trekking with elk, buffalo and coyotes with possible 
mountain lions and wolves lingering behind boulders. And he’s hiking and camping on 
his own - which has always been part of the fun (though he does admit to the loneliness 
on this trip). And in amongst the suspenseful story are great details about wildlife - about 
the natural environment and the balance of the eco-system And in particular about the 
wolfs near extinction and then reintroduction to the park. It’s a fairly short zine Oust long 
enough) that reads easily but is full of a wealth of eco-punk satisfaction Highly 
recommended to everyone who worships the earth, the wildlife and the great outdoors.

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Index for potential suicide's debut full length cd fuses together experimental sounds with the extremities of noisy discordant hardcore. 
Powerful, pissed off, and chaotic. They bring the newest youth rebellion.For fans of Dillinger Escape Plan and the Locust. 
Featurina nuest tracks bv Erick Wood (Man Is The Bastard) and Neil Burke (Born Against) 
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I Manic, spastic and explosive discordant Hardcore. The vocals range from scream-o to a 

half-speak that is reminiscent of older DC-style emo-hardcore. This is angst-laiden and 
full of emotive destruction. It’s almost hard for me to get the groove on to the vinyl. This 
is the sort of band that I like and enjoy, but prefer live. I’ve got two versions of this LP — 
one is the UK pressing and it comes with an assortment of flyers both from the states and 
a European tour, plus lyric sheet and a silk-screened natural fiber cover. The domestic 
pressing has a full-color blue-green shaded cover with a poster insert with the lyrics.

A powerful deep throbbing sound with ultra deep 
gravel vocals. Their sound is thick and explode into full on manic blast-beat driven style 
(which isn’t the part that I like) but this is also kept in tempo with galloping Scandinavian style 
hardcore with only crescendo’s on the manic end — in it’s entirely this is just pure brutality 
and for the genre I think it’s fuckin’ awesome.

The 
gnarly female vocals are the stand out for me. Her voice is like gravel with a rasping growling 
style. Lyrically they talk about veganism, fighting sexism, abortion, and Catholicism hold over 
Poland with a strong anarcho-peace punk esthetic to the layout as well. I was excited to see 
a few S&L graphics mixed into the collages! This is an inspiring band!! They play with a 
forceful aggressive power and the awesome vocals will relentlessly put your fist in the air.

I hate to 
say that at times it reminds me of Sepultura (I hate it only for the cliche Brazilian connection). 
But Ratos' style varies from a metallic post-punk style that is like a cross of Sepultura with 
some UK bands like Optimum Wound Profile. They throw in a fair amount of wanky guitar 
which create moments of losing it for me. But most of this is balanced out with hard driving 
straight forward metal-tinged hardcore with Discharge-like Scandinavian HC stylistic tem¬ 
pos. Deep gruff vocals and a powerful tuff sound. Minus the occasional over-done guitar 
parts this is good stuff. (Alternative Tentacles) 

REDRUM - S/T 7" Energized hardcore played super tight and fast. This erupts from the first 
note and really grabbed me. Good lyrics and a raging energy of the raw, gruff and aggressive 
side of hardcore. And while they’re abrasive they still have a kicken tempo which makes this 
catchy. Really good. (702 Records/PO Box 204/Reno NV 89504) 

RETRIBUTION - ST 7” Raging hardcore band from Lexington KY. This 7” has been out for 
awhile and I wouldn't be surprised if they have thrashed out some new vinyl by now. For 
anyone liking power-violence and thrash and Japanese hardcore and mid-80s HC styles - this 
band will be up your alley. Fast and powerful; thrashy, but not manic. Solid and tight with 
gruff vocals.

ROAD RAGE - NOTHIN' TO DECLARE CD This is awesome UK punk - strong with the 
accents and gruff vocals and rockin’ catchy punky anthemic style. I hate the cover for this 
CD though, and ignored it for awhile. They're mighty British and their songs are addictive and 
I am enjoying this CD a ton. Kinda reminds me of later Chaos UK — catchy yet tough and 
aggressive. Punk rock anthems in the streetpunk style with gruff vocals. This is awesome!!

ROTTEN SOUND • PSYCHOTIC VETERINARIAN V Consistent gnndcore metal punk. At 
times they lean towards the produced sound that Disrupt had on “Unrest” yet almost at the 
same time they seem to be going for the sound Doom had on “Fuck Peaceville". They 
definitely have punk influence, but they’re lacking the inspiration and ethic that make a band 
memorable. The lyrics are vague and at times a bit to much on the Metaldeath (changed to 
protect the scene's identity) side of things. For example some of the lyrics in their song 
“Nymphomaniac” are “She can never satisfy her lust. Just constantly uses her dildos". 
Maybe Pungent Stench would have been a better comparison for the overall sound and 
mentality of Rotten Sound.

SATELLITE CRASH - PROJECT MERCURY - TAPE A raw and noisy demo from this update 
NY band. The vocals are deep in the mix and heavily distorted. Musically I have mixed feelings

patterns that I like. It’s thrashy and noisy but not chaotic - and it’s even got melody mixed 
in. The recording is good for a demo but I found myself straining to hear it better. I like what

SELF-OESTRUCT - INFECTED WORLD - TAPE Crusty metallic punk core outta Las Vegas 
This recording sounds amazing! It’s self-released and just 5 songs and not of “demo" quality 
at all - it’s been “pro" done with full color cover and all—but no lyrics or anything. The sound-' 
bites on here are pretty strange (a thing about raping the shit outta women makes me all the 
more want to find out the point behind the song called ‘Psycho Bitch’). Powerful and kickin’ 
music with a hard driving force. The vocals are harsh and kinda raspy and flow right along 
in tempo with the energetic speed of the music. If I let the music do the talking — I really like
